1. Claims 36-46 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose the recited combination of elements in a system for providing a directory of contact 
information associated with one or more wireless communication devices, including a contact 
information gathering system adapted to implement a process to gather, from one or more 
wireless telecommunication service provider databases of subscriber information, the contact 
information for said one or more wireless communication devices, the contact information 
gathering system including wired means for the network station to interface with one or more 
wireless telecommunication service provider database stations to obtain contact information for 
the one or more wireless communication devices, as in claim 36; and generating a database 
system of the contact information; and transmitting from said database system to one or more 
receivers upon request the contact information associated with said one or more wireless 
communication devices; wherein the step of gathering the contact information includes the step 
of interfacing with one or more wireless telecommunication service provider database stations to 
obtain contact information, as in claim 41 .
